County Lets Weed 
Reach 5 Feet While 
Farmers Cut Them 


With farm ers, subdividers, Vil­ 
lage and tow nship officials and the 
public in general waging a vigor­ 
ous 
battle 
ag ain st 
the 
Canada 
thistle and other noxious weeds, 
the forest preserves of Cook coun­ 
ty are again this year a fertile 
breeding ground for the weed pests 
which are annually taking an im­ 
mense toll from the farm ers of the 
county’. 
Thistle Commissioner John K it­ 
son of Palatine township says th at 
it is a sham e to see the thistles 
grow ing profusely in the preserves 
while the farm ers and other prop­ 
erty owners are m aking sincere e f­ 
forts to get rid of the pests. 
The farm ers annually cut m any 
acres of grain crops in order to get 
rid of the thistles yet in the forest 
preserves of the county they grow 
ram pant 
and 
germ inate 
enough 
seed to reseed the whole county’. 
A trip through the D eer Grove 
forest preserve near Palatine re­ 
vealed m any huge patches of C ana­ 
da thistles in full bloom and ripen­ 
ing. 
Along some of the roads built a t 
untold expense with CCC and WHA 
labor, the Canada thistles five feet 


I and more high form ed a blooming 
border. 
On wooded hillsides the C anada 
thistle held sw ay with picnic p a r­ 
ties from the city’. 
To the city dweller 
a Canada 
thistle is probably nothing m ore 
than a prickly weed, but to the 
fa rm ers they are an actual menace 
to toe crops and a decided destroyer 
of land values. 
To the farm ers of the county the 
fact that they were compelled to 
cut their thistles while in the public 
preserves of the county they grew 
to m aturity unhindered, has alw ays 
been a sore spot. The fa rm e r and 
the average citizen cannot under­ 
stand why the forest preserve dis­ 
trict of Cook county should bi* a l­ 
lowed to remain a breeding place 
for thistles and other weeds and a t 
the sam e time they should be forced 
to keep their land free of the sam e 
pests. 
CimuniaMuner K.iUoii of P alatine 
township w aving an indignant a rm 
at an acre or two of five foot thistles 
in the forest preserve declared in 
em phatic term s th at 
as long as 
Cook county did not cut the thistles 
in the preserves, he would not cause 
the a rrest of any’ fa rm e r for a like 
violation. 
The subject of those forest pre­ 
serve thistles has long been a sore 
spot with Cook county farm ers. The 
m atter is now being taken up with 
the departm ent o f agriculture a t 
Springfield. 
It really would seem as if, with 
all the WI*A, CCC and o th er labor 
th a t has been expended upon the 
forest preserves, th a t some one in 
authority in Cook county m ight see 
to it that the thistles got cut and 
in th at w ay play square with the 
fa rm ers and other land ownf*s of 
the county, who pay heavy taxes 
for the support of th a t sam e forest 
preserve district, th a t every year 
menaces their farm s with an in­ 
oculation of thistles and o th er noxi­ 
ous weeds. 
Come on. let’s see some cdunty 
officials wake up and act on this 
thistle question.
